USFS Mission

To sustain the health, diversity, and productivity of the Nation’s forests and
grasslands to meet the needs of present and future generations.

Laws/Policies - National Forest Management Act (NFMA) 1976

...all forested lands in the National Forest System shall be maintained in
appropriate forest cover... in accordance with land management plans.

...the amount and location by forests...where objectives of land management
plans indicate the need to reforest areas that have been cut-over or otherwise
denuded or deforested.
